Four companies grew from 
1904 to 1919 from a net worth 
of $92,000,000 to $479,000,000, 
paying cash dividends of $190,- 
000,000. 

The net profit of the five par- 
ent companies in 1919 has 
equaled nearly the amount of 
their total sales in 1904 The 
1919 sales were $3,200,000,000.

Mother of Girl He Is Alleged to Have 
Killed on Stand Tells of New’s : 
Plans to Wed.

1 2S ANGELES, Dec. 19.— 
Whether the alleged confessions of 
Harry New that he killed his sweet- 
heart, Freda Lesser, may be intro- 
duced as evidence in his murder trial, 
now in progress here, is a matter 
which may be determined during to- 
day’s session.

| UNSCRAMBLING THE PACKERS’ TRUST. 

The first successful attempt ever made to curb 
the power of the packers’ combine is embodied in 
the equity decree just announced from Washington. 
A comparison of this decree with the decree 
against the oil monopolists shows that the former 
is much more drastic. 

Individual packers must limit their business with- 
in a narrow range. They must dissociate them- 
selves from the retail business. They must divest 
themselves of facilities and agencies through which, 
acting together, they were enabled to exercise a 
joint influence over supply and prices—stockyards, 
railroad terminals, market newspapers, cold storage 
plants and like things. Furthermore, they are re- 
strained from any concerted action through these or 
any other facilities or means or agreements looking to 
monopolistic control and unfair and unlawful prac- 
tices and are placed under the perpetual supervision 
of the courts. , 

One of the grievances against the Packers’ Trust is 
that it is not only increasing its control of related 
lines of business in which it was originally engaged 
or which grew naturally out of those lines, but that 
it is industriously invading new lines. Having once 
invaded a new line, its control has seemed rapidly 
to be extended. 

The comprehensive unscrambling plans elaborated 
at Washington compel the trust to relinquish con- 
trol of the enterprises in which {t has most recently 
engaged. The chief of such enterprises are those 
infringing on the business usually conducted by 
wholesale grocers. They must get out of the fruit, 
the preserve, the cereal, the tea and coffee, the syrup 
and other lines, including syrups for soda fountains. 

Something will be accomplished if no more is done 
than to confine the packers as exclusively to meats 
and meat products as the Standard Oil Co. is con- 


fined to petroluem products. For, if the packers 
should continue to extend their activities over un- 
related lines as successfully in the future as in 
the past, how long would it be before they would 
control the supply and price of all the important food 
products that have a pine on the American table? 

Provided examination is made at intervals to de- 
termine the good faith with which the packers com- 
ply with the decree, a substantial measure of relief 
for the small competitor and the public {s almost cer- 
tain to be afforded. Might not an inquiry to ascer- 
tain how far the Standard Oi] Co. is complying with 
the terms of the decree of eight years ago result in 
public benefit? 
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As regards booze, it will be safe to observe the in- 
junction, “Don’t Buy.” 
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GOOD START IN CUTTING CITY WASTES. 

It is just possible that the time has not come yet 
to end the census of traffic on the free bridge and 
discharge the three men engaged in taking it, but in 
general the Efficiency Board’s recommendations for 
saving $281,347 a year in the Street Department seem 
to have a sound basis. A considerable sum is to be 
saved by substituting motor trucks for teams. Is not 
this suggestion supported by high precedent in private 
business? Trucks are no longer an experiment. To 
substitute them for teams makes large economies pos- 
sible. By reducing the number of foremen and in- 
trusting supervision of small jobs to men who will 
assist in the work will also save important sums. 
Other minor changes affecting haulage routes and 
methods of inspection and the elimination of all but 
the most essential work will further lessen city ex- 
penditure. 

All the various savings which the report says are 
possible, large and small, run into a sum that will 
afford substantial relief to the taxpayers and relief 
of that sort to the greatest possible maximum, with- 
out impairing service, is a necessity in this time of 
mounting burdens. If anything like the same per- 
centage can be saved in other departments, the cut- 
ting out of wastes will go far toward offsetting un- 
avoidable increases in other directions.

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THOSE BIG RAILROAD SALARIES. 

Representative Sims has been telling Congress and 
the country something about the big salaries paid 
to railway offictals under private operation. He 
says that {n 1917 200 received more than $20,000 a 
year each and 29 received more than $50,000 a year. 

Those are big salaries, but there is this about them: 
They are paid to railroad men. In most cases they 
are paid to men who started at the bottom and 
climbed to the top. 

The Railway Age has taken the trouble to trace 
the $60,000 men back, to their beginnings and it finds 
that 18 of the 29 go their railroad careers at ages 
ranging from 14 to 24 years and that their first jobs 
were axman, trainmaster’s clerk, call boy, telegraph 
operator, clerk in general freight office, attorney, fire- 
man, assistant to engineering corps, employe in ac- 
counting department, warehouseman and brakeman, 
contracting freight agent, and so on. Information as 
to the others fs not complete. 

Most of them were 30 years or longer coming up 


through the ranks to the top. When the enormous 
investment, operating cost and earnings of the prop- 
erties that they administer and the responsibilities 
that they carry are considered, their earnings do not 
seem out of proportion to the value of their services. 
The careers of these men are worth something as 
meentives to the men in the railroad ranks. They 
rrove that any brakeman, clerk or telegraph operator 
may become president of the road, with $50,000 a year 
’ he has the capacity, the energy and the industry.

For St. Louis and Kansas City to appear as com- 
petitive bidders at this late hour would be folly. The 
State committee should refuse to sanction such com- 
petition. St. Louis should decline to be drawn into 
it. St. Louis, of course, would like to get the con- 
vention. To do that the unanimous support of the 
State committee is essential. If the State committee 
cannot give St. Louis {ts unanimous support, then let 
it get solidly behind Kansas City. St. Louis, naturally, 
is our first choice, but if St. Louis is eliminated by a

CURVED SPACE BEFORE FINSTEIN. 


Letter in the New York Times. 


In so far as concerns Einstein's “new theory” 
that space is curved, which carries with it impli- 
cations necessarily overturning current scientific 
dicta that parallel] lines can never meet, that 
astronomical parallaxes cannot be relied upon 
for giving approximate distances of faraway 
stars, it may be Interesting to note that Einstein 
is a late investigator in this field of speculative 
research. 

For instance, Prof. A. B. Dolbear tn his “Mat- 
ter, Ether and Motion” (edition of 1892, page 
57), says: 

“We are assured that, for all we know, afta 
therefore for all we can reason from, space itself 
may be curved so that if one were to start in 
what we call a straight line, in any direction, 
and travel in it on and on he would find himself 
after a long time coming to his starting point 
from the opposite direction; that what one 
would see if his sight were prolonged in any 
direction would be the back of his own head 
much magnified. * * © Ifthe space we live 
in and the geometric relations are only prac- 
tically true upon a small scale; if we may have 
a kind of space of four or more dimensions, 
whether we can now concelve of it or not, then 
should one understand that spaces and distances 
and velocities, and all computations formed 
upon them, though practically true, for all our 
experience, must not be pushed up into state- 
ments that shall embrace all] things in the heay- 
ens as well as on the earth.” 

It will appear from the above that one of 
our own foremost American physicists, one who 
is credited as having antedated Marconi in all 
the theoretical possibilities of wireless telegra- 
phy, had covered, nearly three decades ago, all 
the essentials of what is now being attributed 
as a “new theory”. of the universe to Dr. Bin- 
stein. N
